Secretary’s report 


President Spence Sunderland called the meeting to 
order @7:02 p.m. Sergeant-at-Arms Roger S. advised 
there were 26 members in attendance with no guests. 


TREASURER’S REPORT: Jim H. gave the start- 
ing bank balance (as of 4/1/21) as $42.550.51. After 
deposits of $384 (membership dues) & outlays of 
$24 to Oakstone and $50 for State of Ohio Charitable 
Registration, the ending bank balance (as of 4/30/21) 
was $42,860.51. Petty cash had a starting balance of 
$575.85. After increases of $15.35 from the April auc- 
tion & $68 from the 50-50 (total $127/$127 split) and 
payments of $5.38 for engraving & $20.00 for door 
prizes, the ending petty cash balance came to $633.82. 


PRESIDENT’S REPORT: Spence again called for a 
volunteer to fill the Secretary position. He also advised 
we will hold an election in June to elect 2 members to 
fill vacant board seats - Rachael B.s term till 3/2022 
& Kevin T.’s term till 3/2023. Charles C. & Bruce S. 
were nominated/volunteered. 


VICE-PRESIDENT’S REPORT: Dan C. reported 
that he had secured the larger north shelter house for 
the club picnic, which will be Sunday, 8/8/21 from 11 
a.m. —4 p.m. 


COMMITTEE REPORTS 


Coin show: Patty, per Dan C., has recently had 
surgery, so he (co-bourse chair) will be assisting her 
over the summer. The show appears to be sold out (95 
tables/48 dealers/3 dealers on “reserve” list). Also, a 
new “general” category will be added to the Green Hat 
sign-up sheet. 

Membership: Garlene S. thanked all those who 
had made phone calls to unpaid members. We have 
82 paid & 59 Life, with approx. 30 still outstanding. 
Anew Life Member, Stanley D., was voted into the 
club, as were 2 new regular members, James C. and 
his son, Colin. Garlene also acknowledged the passing 
of member John B.. 


Board of Directors: Chairman - Steve Petty went 
over several of the items discussed at the board meet- 
ing on Tuesday, May 18, 2021, i.e. efforts to resolve 
the membership status of the club, replacing two board 
members, the club’s relationship to ICTA, picnic 
plans, coin show issues & Christmas party plans.
